In April 1943 he was ordered to Berlin and joined the 
German Foreign Information Service (AID or 0X0) where he became 
acquainted with all of the foreign representatives as well as 
the main representatives and influential agents of the Amt in 
various countries. In July 1944 he became Reglerung* assessor 
and SS-Hauptsturmfuebrcr, and as such got to know many impor- 
tant personalities within the 33, In Kerch 1945 he was ordered 
to HaxxAy where he was to be deputy <o£ithe chief .of, the., SP, 
and at the same time Leltej^.o^'lbt On 7 April 1945 he 

flew from Berlin to OsToT remained there for three weeks# and 
assumed his position in Bergen on 28 April 1945 
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Subject hu prepared the following reports whioh he believes 
to be of Interest fro* Information acquired within the Foreign 
Information Service (AKD) which was under the control of RSHA* 

He oontends that these reports will be of value to the Ekltlsh 
Intelligence service on aooount of the attempts of Bolshevist 
Russia to influence all of Europe from a political and military 
standpoint* The reports are based on sources of the AKD which 
were available to subject as a menber of the leading Service 
of this Asst* These reports expressed the truth* and by and 
large, consist of Inform* t ion for the German leaders* In 
this connection, an exhaustive report was submitted to the 
British by subject regarding eventual Russian participation 
in the war against Japan* This report was submitted IS June 194b*

at kdrwlck* BR0S3 was married to a Finn and lived~In nnlshd ^ 
until it capitulated* He had an excellent information net\ 
within the highest circles* He also had axoellent oootaots 
with Rational Finns who were not Rational Socialists, but who 
will work with all entl-Bolshevlsts* He had great influence 
in Finland and submitted report* against Russia to the German 
AND. These reports were partly submitted from Stockholm* The 
main reoresentatlve for Finland after its capitulation had a 
special position in Germany with regard to the northern coun- 
tries* GROSS sent hie reports to Berlin which ware In turn 
directed back at Finland through a secret propaganda transmit- 
ter* 



This main representative* who was one of the most able men 
of the AKD abroad and who was stationed in Flensburg during the 
last dare of the war, had revealed the true situation of Finland 
to Foreign klnlster von RIBHSKTROF on his last visit to Helsinki* 
However, von RIBBEKTRGP did not accept his report as it conflicted 
with the opinion of his ambassador/ Subject believes that this 
main representative can be found and Is definitely ready to work 
actively against Russia In the interest of the British intelli- 
gence service* 



In spit* of the fact that tha Russians had sons inkling of 
the affair* tha wain representative was ahla to aseapa by sub- 
marina a ant by Ant VI, taking along with him his staff as wall 
as equipment, money, and documents of utmost Importance* This 
occurred In tha month of January 1945. 

Subject believes that thaJK^adar of tha Finnish Aoademlo . 
Korella Society, Qber leutna nt ^eleUftja, Is ona of tha most 1m- fciaJt* 
port ant man for PifflandT^TISe nrtd of tha Carman AHD* ha was 
brought back to Finland. Tha Russian KKWD hare and ara making 
energetic attempts to aacura RKLANEK* tha subjaot was offleer- 
courier for the Waffen 33 headquarters, and spent about four 
weeks In Finland during 1943 as euoh. Another purpose of hla 
visit was to gat acquainted with tha important personality. 

This was dona at tha request of tha Lai tar of Amt VI* 

Tha exaat political developments In Finland wes*e>tf£ll known 
to tha AND. They started with tha trip of^ttrahal WttKBRHSIM 
to Swl tsar land ostensibly for his healtW^etings were ar- 
ranged with tha Allies through Kadam^cwXTAvtRusslan ambassa- 
dor to Sweden) and resulted In Finland 1 a exit from the war* 

This was arranged through the AKE^ while tha Carman Foreign 
Office was working at cross purposes* 

Subject has detailed knowledge of the invasion net In 
Denmark and can ascertain tha names of persons who were In deed 
33-Fhehrers but who did not belong to the executive branch 
(Gestapo.) These parsons are known through subject's adminis- 
trative work, and concerned themselves particularly with tha 
transmitting of Information; In other words, not Incriminated 
as 33. Subject oan furnish Important Information on Sweden 
which has been obtained from agents who have penetrated the 
Russian he gal on and who belonged to kadem KOLLGNTAfU set* 

The main representative In Sweden It a close personal friend 
of subject* This Is also true of those in Danmark* Rumania* 
and Bulgaria. In addition, reports can be obtained from these 
countries embracing the unofficial attitude concerning Russia's 
political moves against her allies, particularly fti g l a n fl* This 
applies equally to tha Spanish* Italian, and Creek sectors* 



B. Special Mission 



During the moAth o f March, subject was entrusted with 
, a special mission Tor Amt VI An Knoll ah major by the name 
DU DOS or DOUDGK ( probably TWDGE), who was taken prisoner 
x at Dunquerque, was given a mission by AKD. An employee of 
M+s Amt, Dr. TKG3? who was a correspondent of the "Vdlklsehen 
BeobaoKtera* In England before the war, was assigned to him* 
JC/f>MaJor DODG$ who had been taken in the confidence of the 
Highest quarters, was to be mediator for the German Reich* 
According to Major DODGE, he knew the English Prime Minister 
well and also had many personal acquaintances who were lead* 
Ing figures of the Empire* When the bombing attacks on Berlin 
Increased in intensity, subject evacuated Major DODGE to 
Dresden, where he was lntroduoed to the inspector of the SIPO 
and 3D, Through subject Major DODGE was accredited by the 
superiors of the inspectorate* Dr* THOST was also placed at 
the disposal of Major DODGE in Dresden* The inspector ac* 
qulred liberal quantities of tobaoco, ration cards, etc* 
from Berlin, Major DODGE was also introduced to the 
HBheren S3 und Polls elfuehrer* Be remained here until the 
terrific bobbing attack in the beginning of March which prao- 
tloally wiped out the city* The day after the attack, subjeot 
was ordered to Dresden to take Major DODGE to Weimar to safety* 
The Hdheren S3 und Pollxelfuehrer had personally assured him* 
self of the safety of the M*jojt who bed lived in one of the 
leading Dresden hotels and who was allowed to move about 
freely, not even accompanied by Dr* THOST* Subjeot found 
Major DODGE uninjured at the best hotel in the city* When the 
boobing attacks on Weimar increased In intensity, subject was 
to bring Major DODGE to a manor near Mecklenburg for his perso- 
nal safety* Major DODGE was to be sent to London via Stockholm 
by order of the Fuehrer* However, as subjeot flew to Oslo on 
7 April, he does not know whether this took place* 

The relationship between Major DODGE and subject, as well 
as other So-fuehrers, was one of great friendship* Subject 
was assured of this by Major DODGE when they parted* 
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Service 



By deoree of tho ReichTushrer 33, In bis capacity as Chlaf 
of tht German polios, tot VI became tho solo agenoy for tho 
German Information Servioe (political) and was known as Ana land- 
anaohfrichtendianst (AXD) or Goholaon Heledienst (GHD)— Seoret 
Report Service, 

Tho main offices of this Amt, comprising tho office of tho 
Loiter and other top figures, was located until April 1945 In 
Berlin Sohmargendorf , Berkaerstr 32-35, (Some of tho Rofarats 
had boon mowed to tho suburbs of Berlin as early as 1944 on 
account of the stepoed-up bombing attacks*) Beoause of the ap- 
proach of the Russians, the Head Offices and most of tho tot 
were ewacuated to Bavaria (Togernsoo) in April with tho Inten- 
tion of sotting up in Innsbruck, Tho Foreign Office and most 
of tho foreign representatives wore to bo evacuated hero alao* 
Subject cannot state whether the plans wore carried out in all 
details ss he was transferred to Korway at the time (April 7, 
1945)* A partial avacuatlon to Central Germany of tha Amt had 
taken place already during February; however, it was the In- 
tention that these sections were to be oooblned with the remainder 
at Tegernaee,

SKORZKKY wore 
the knight* a Cross of Gold and among his 
many feats* the kidnapping of KU3S0LIK1* 
the arrest of HORTHY* and a spectacular 
demolition of a bridge on the Western 
Front may be singled out for particular 
mention. This Gruppe also had representa- 
tives In all countries occupied by German 
troops* who were attached to the coamander 
of the Slpo and 3D.

This Gruppe was 
divided into Referate* each covering a cer- 
tain industry a?, for example* heavy Indus- 
tries* textiles* kschlne tools* etc.

llgenoe available through carefully con- 
cealed means* This Gruppe worked in 
close collaboration with Gruppe VI VI 
and vas broken down In Referate such as 
Naval Construction, new ohcmlcal processes, 
Inventions* etc* 

The nominal ohlef was Gruppe nleiter S3 
Standcrtenfueh rerJ&r* Martin SANDBERQER 
of Gruppe VI A; hoftver, It was actually 
directed by 33 Stumbsnnfuehrer (Vaffen 
33) Hans VADKL, This Gruppe concerned 
Itself with cultural questions, and as 
was the case with VI VI and VI T, only 
about a year old* The results were 
often quite go<x\ t« moat artists had 
wood foreign eontscta and too often suf- 
fered from a real purpose to visit abroad* 
Furthermore, the male contingent of the 
accredited Germsn representatives at the 
various legations were not at all adverse 
to Introducing actresses as their "girl 
friends" and these In turn obtained all

SCHINKOVSKY* This Referate was the newest 
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of the tat and hod boon In existence 
about eight months* It reported di- 
root ly to tho tataohef , and was con- 
sidered one of tho moot important 
Ref crates* Within this Control Buroau 
lnfomotlon was compiled twenty-four 
hour* a day which was disseminated to 
tho various Hof or at#* This informa- 
tion was gathered from tho forolgn 
proas and forolgn broadcasts, food they 
wore also apnralaod for important in* 
formation obtained by monitoring tele- 
phone conversations* the combined news 
digests wore coordinated with th# 
periodic reports of the agents in the 
various countries (Important reports 
were submitted to tho Central Buroau 
by the Rsferate as was the case with 
reports by Ministers to the Reich* 
fuhrer) so that there was always a 
current report for the situation in 
Kurope, the world, and geographlo 
areas* Those roports wore submitted 
to tho Fuhrer 1 s headquarters and th# 
various ministries* Tho Central 
Bureau also cooperated with tho DKB 
so that it registered tho slightest, 
change in any on# country and passed 
this information on the to the various 
Rsferate* 

The Rsferate of tat VI were further subdivided into 
speolsl Referate (esses) each in Charge of a Case Officer* 
This division into cases was under the jurisdiction of the 
Referents* Generally these divisions within the Referate, 
which were designated by Arabic numbers, were identified 
br smell letters* The feme basic divisions were!

The next subdivision which was important only for the 
Inner administration meant that the report had been orooessed 
by the Referent* (For example, VI C 1 e 2 * Amt VI &ruppe 
C, Heferate 1, Soviet Union, Cultural) 

Periodic reports were issued monthly, or more often If there 
was a change in the political situation* these were mads by the 
Heferate for the various countries and were dssenlmated to all 
branohes of the Stapo and SO within the Reich, as well as the 
Coananders of Slpo and SD In the various countries* these pe- 
riodic reports gave a synopsis of the existing situation and 
concluded by requesting information on the questions of the 
a o ei nt. In this matter an agent going to a foreign country 
was able to get a good picture of the current situation there* 
(Agents going on special missions ware furnished with reports 
covering the questions of Interest In connection with their 
mission;* 



The most Important source of information was the Main 
Representatives of the Amt* there wat a main representative In 
sill countries allied with Germany, as well as neutral countries; 
In other words, Hungary, Rumania, Bulgaria, Italy* 9*1 tser land, 
Spain and Portugal, Finals*! and Sweden* These representatives 
were located In the capital of the country Involved and operated 
under cover In the Embassy as some sort of Attache* These main 
representatives had dlreot W/r communication with the main office 
In Berlin; also courier service and at times teletype servloe* 
Their mission was to build an Information net throughout the 
particular country by agents so that they could be currently In- 
formed as to the situation* Quite often these main representa- 
tives had assistants in the next largest city* For example* In 
Sweden the m*i representative was situated In the Oersan Embassy 
In Stockholm but had an assistant in OBttehorg under cover In the 
Consulate there* There were also two representatives in Turkey 
and Italy* In Italy and Spain In addition to the main represen- 
tative there were assistants called Police Attaches* In the 
countries which were occupied by German troops (Denmark, Korway, 
Holland, Belgium, France, Greece, Poland, the Baltic States, 
Russian areas, Jugoslavia, and later Italy and Hungary) the m a in 
representative of Ant^VI was also letter of Abt VI attached to 
the Cowander of the and SD, exactly in the same manner as 
the representative^® f&B EspA* These Abt loiters also have 
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Military Intelligence Services 



In May, 1944 # the Foreign Military Intelligence Service be- 
y \ cm Independent. It was under the leadership of Admiral 
CAIARIS, who was direotly responsible to the GeneraTlitaff • 

A* was the case in the main offices In Germany, there was 
little or no collaboration between this branch of the service 
and the political AKD, As a result of this, there was a great 
deal of overlapping. Towards the close of 1945 and the be- 
ginning of 1944, several instances were brought to light 
where personnel of the Military Intelligence 3ervice had 
given Information to the enemy or even entered their service 
and had preoluded a return to Germany by placing themselves 
under the protection of neutral states such as Sweden and 
Turkey, As this sort of thing was going on "in the open". 
Admiral CAKAHIS was ordered by the Fuhrer 1 s headquarters to 
resign and the entire Military Intelligence Service waa put 
under the jurisdiction of the S3 Releha fuehrer. The Raichs- 
fuehrer ordered the chief of the Slpo and SO to consolidate 
the Military Intelligence Service with the various inter of 
K3HA. The Abwehrst alien were subordinated to Amt 1? (secret 
Stapo) end Incorporated in the corresponding Gruppen of this 
Amt. The main office of the Military Intelligence Service 
as veil as the representatives In the various countries be- 
came incorporated in Amt VI as Mil Amt, which remained en- 
tirely Independent as previously.

Colonel HAHSEH ofAthe General Staff was Amtschef and 
his deputy, It Colonel 'KHGSLHORM « The Amtschef of Amt VI 
(3CH2LL5NBKKJ) had some sort of aupervlslon which ha 
carried out In an informal manner, the Mil Amt of the 
RSHA retained their own Gruppenlelters. When the results 
of the ensuing Investigation were made known. It waa as- 
certained that the chief of Amt Mil, hie deputy, and 
several Gruppenlelters had participated in the affair of 
20 July* They were all placed under arrest and sentenced, 
and as far as subject knows, HAHSEK and BKGKLHORH were 
sentenced to die* Mil Amt of RSHA waa than completely 
subordinated to Amt VI.

The division was by and large the same as for 
the political AKD* there was soma overlapping In some 
countriaa which vraa of no great Importance as far as tha 
work was conoerned* Within the various countries tha 
sane subdivision existed* There was close collaboration 
between the two representatives which was of oonslderabla 
help to the representative of AND, as the off 1 cars of Mil 
Amt for some of their work had to have considerable exper- 
ience which usually could not be gotten within the scope 
of the political information service* 
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1 April 1949 » subject was transferred to the German 
Foreign Information Service, AMD of Amt VI, and was act Ira 
here until 1 March 1946* Ha had a good Insight in the work 
within the Scandinavian section, particularly Finland* As 
It waa the purpose of the German AKD to intensify the 
Foreign Information Service as far as Soviet Russia was con- 
cerned, Finland waa particularly well suited because of the 
following reasons: it was close to Russia, and at the same 

time close to a neutral oountry, where by neceealty most of 
the Intelligence service must function* In this case It was 
Sweden, which was a meeting plaoe for all agents* the Rus- 
sian Legation In Stockholm was a particular target for spe- 
cial forms of intelligence* It waa not too difficult for 
the Finns who had all aort^ of connections In Sweden to 
request special Information through Stockholm* In addition 
an important point was the fact that Finland was an ally 
of Germany against Russia, and the national Finns always 
had a pro- Gem an feeling and considered Bolshevist Russia 
as the number 1 enemy* the reports could then he trans- 
mitted to Berlin without any difficulty from Finland, whioh 
was occupied by German troops* One of the oleverest opera- 
tors within the Intelligence service, SS Stumbsnnfuehrer 
S PSS* was the main representative of the AMD In 
r Finland* BHOSs built an inf ormatlon net by which he could 
watoh the exact developments In Finland was able to obtain 
valuable Information from SS Obera turmbannfuehrer August 
FINKB, who was stationed In the German Legation In Stook- 
v holm and was the main representative of the AMD In Sweden* 
^BROSS had cover as director of the German Travel Bureau 
In Helsinki and was considered quits harmless* He Is st 
present the main representative of the German AMD. 

The reports from BH03S to Berlin were transmitted by 
means of courier service or by radio coanonleatlon* The 
transmitter was located In the organisation DODT In Hel- 
sinki, which had permission to use a transmitter* He 
also had . am^lnf orma t i on netmhich reached even Minister 
Presides* J am and Marshal ^SAMKERHSIK* BR03S was to be 
currently furnished with important information through 
Finnish agents* Bs also acquired Important Information 
regarding Soviet Russia through Finns who had occasion 
to visit Stockholm and who made official visits to the 
Finnish Legation there* This Information cams to a large 
extent from the Russian Legation in Stockholm* Finns 
who had business connections in Sweden and who ware con- 
nected by the bonds of Social Democracy to the Swedes 
furnished information to the agents of BR0S3, who in turn 
forwarded his reports to Barllmue Tfcii information net 
which BROSS had built in Flnlju^maft-eensldered excellent 
in the Amt in Berlin* OLuHt I 
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In the month of Movember, 194^ aubi WIft spent about 
four weeks with BR03S In order to clarify the most Impor- 
tant points In connection with the font end content of 
reports which were to be written* This trip could not 
be concesled from the "Finns, end es cover BR033 sent e 
telegram requesting assistance for the Oenan Trerel 
Rxreau* The subject traveled under cover as courier for U 
the Waffen S3 via Rawal to Helsinki, and through BR03S j 4 
. was able to meet and get to know various Finnish MNfb'. 
alltles such as Generalrl&XEttlUkH* Bank Director (yORMKRJ ^ ^ 
l HS OLXKK, etc* Furthermore, subject also flaw to T&vanfwmi 
In order to get a clear picture of the Intelligence set 
up along the border* SR033 was married to a Finn, which 
opened the possibilities to get to know a lot of the 
people socially* 

The main representative In 3wl tier land was fur nished 
the background for the reason for Marshal KAHHERHBIM's 
trip to Switxerlsnd, whloh was known to be of a political 
nature br his closest associates* It was said publicly 
that this trip was made by the Marshal for his health. 

The reports from the representative In Swltierland were 
then consolidated with the reports from Finland upon hit 
return so that Berlin knew that MaKMERHSIK had talked with 
Allied representative In the town of "X* and at *1* hotel* 

In aplte of security, it leaked cut from the Russian 
reports from Stockholm that Russia would not be satisfied 
with the defeat of Germany, but would strive to free 
other peoples from the yoke of imperialism and capitalism* 
(This was confirmed from Swedish sources close to the 
Financial Attache In the Russian Legation*) 

In aplte op^he hectic conditions during which MARKER* 
ymu , . HKIK. and FASSKIVI tent thalr representatives to Stockholm 
? ostensibly to oonduot trade negotiations, the flight of 
the Finnish delegation to Kosoow, the visit of Marshal 
KEITEL and Foreign Minister von RIBBEKTROP, it was neces- 
sary for the AMD and Its representatives to break up the 
"I net* (invasion net against Russia*) Incidentally, the 
flight of the Finnish delegation to Moscow was reported 
by the AKD before it took place, and the capitulation of 
Finland predicted* 

On von RIBBEKTROP* s trip to Helsinki, he Xound that 
t conditions were other than thos e re ported by his ambassador, 
^^^LHern^ton BLUCEER* This von BUfCHSR Is not exactly tmam for 
his ability* The main representative of the AMD presented 
the true state of affairs during an hour long conference 
with the Foreign Minister, during which the Ambassador was 
was conspicuous by his absence* 
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Invasion Ket 

The basis for auoh a nat was furnished by-iha Ant In 
Berlin to tha representatives consisting of aids such as 
W/T Instructions, money, the necessary equipment, etc. 

In Finland it was necessary to find Finns, Danes, or Swedes 
who were not considered pro-German, because In the event 
of an occupation by the Russians, such officers would doubt- 
less by placed under arrest, These Individuals would also 
have to understand that they would have to remain in Finland 
if occupied by tha Russians* These W/T operators, who also 
wight be women, would have to recruit their own agents who 
could furnish information* As auoh Individuals could not be 
found in Berlin as a general rule. It was necessary to send 
an Instructor to Finland who could give the neoessary train- 
ing, Only the main representative, BR03S, knows the naaes 
of these agents and where they are looated* Subject does 
know that four or five towns in Finland were used In connec- 
tion with the training of these operators* 

In Helsinki, for exasnle, W/T operators started commu- 
nication with Berlin only eight days after the Germans had 
evacuated, and this contact lasted at least until Kerch, 

1915, with excellent results. Subject cannot state whether 
communication was maintained since Kerch, 1945, as he was 
transferred to Korway at the time. However, he does re- 
call here that the Russians succeeded In tracing the trans- 
mitter and arresting the operator who, however, by the aid 
of the Finns was able to escape. Whether c ommuni cation was 
maintained with the other transmitters is known alone to 
BROSS. 

The w/T operators made their reports to the main sta- 
tion In Berlin as previously mentioned. These reports were 
then routed to the agencies Interested, such as the Foreign 
Office, the Prop aged a Ministry, Chief of the Slpo and 3D, 
the Relohfuhrer, etc* Furthermore, reports concerning Finland 
from all other countries, particularly Sweden, were submitted 
to the proper Refer ate within the AMD and consolidated with 
the reports from Finland, These consolidated reports were 
then given to the secret propaganda station of the Waffen S3, 
end by the aid of the Finn? and other officers having 
intimate knowledge of conditions in Finland, rebroadcast 
as antl-Bolshevlst propaganda* This propaganda station, 
which was located In Berlin, was moved on mcoount of advanoes 
of the Russians, The results of these broadcasts were ob- 
served by the agents In Finland who reported these results 
again to Berlin via *1 net" so that control could be exer- 
olsed. According to reports from the "White Finns," the 
entire project was considered highly successful*

considered himself by no means a German but always s a 
an Englishman; and had made It his mission, by msani of 
propaganda over German broadcasting services, to explain 
to the English listeners that this war had been prepared 
by the Jewish capitalists* England would have to ac- 
cept a sound Socialism and admit that their enemies 
were the Jews* 



Mr. Joyce characterised the English Prime Minister, 
to* Churchill, as the one man In England who had re- 
solved by all naans to prossoute the war to a success- 
ful conclusion (Subject's note: this did not agree 
with the official German propaganda) Mr* Churchill was, 
furthermore, and outstanding diplomat who considered the 
union with Russia only as a means to win the war* to* 
Joyce maintained that it was necessary to bring men 
Into the English Parliament who could make Churchill 
deviate from this oourse and arrive at a policy of 
understanding with Germany on the basis of sound Soci- 
alism. 

to* Joyce referred to the Fuehrer with the greatest

"Das Reioh," according to which, the faota were aa follows: 

"In a email town In the Eastern part of Germany (which 
according to subject probably laVethegau) a PW camp for 
British officers was attacked by a few Russian tanka which 
opened fire on the PWs aa well as the German guards* When
